any corporations from contributing to 
campaigns involving the election of 
United States Senators and Kepresen 
tatives. The bill was almost imme- 
diately favorably reported to the Sen- 
ate, but it was neat the end of the 
short session and it failed of passage. 
The evident fact, that it could not be 
taken up and passed may account for 
the entire lack of opposition to It 
What strength will develop against 
such a measure this winter is problem- 
atical. It is no secret that many cor- | 
porations regularly contribute to both 
political parties. Mr. Havemeyer, of 
the sugar trust, has declared in plain | 
language that he has contributed to 
the Democrats and Republicans alike. 
Publishing the Donations. 

The discussion next winter is likely 
to centie largely around the Presi- 
dent's plan tor the publication of all 
campaign contributions, with a view 
to framing such a law as will prevent | 
money from being spent for corrupt , 
practices, livery one recognizes thai 
iu order to have the great political 
issues properly contested there Is a 
certain need of money. The publica- 
tion and distribution of speeches and 
all classes of literature is quite gen- 
erally regarded as not to be condemned, 
but as of advantage in having th 
questions of the day properly under- 
stood by the voters. 

Leaders in Congress are but a unit 
In declaring that it is only when 
money is expended in order to corrupt 
voters that the expenditure can be crit 
icised. But it is generally believed that 
this subject will give rise to an Im- 
mense amount of debate in the next 
Congress.

All food products come from the 
outside. New York uses three million 
eggs every day, and beef arrives, in 
whole train loads daily. The city must 
go to the country for its building ma 
ten. ils, for wool, cotton, everything 
that is needed to run its factories, 
stores and banks. 

Dependent on the Country. 

The reckless expenditures of the 
city dweller are continually giving rise 
to the question, "Where does the mon- 
ey come from?" From the country, 
of course. Every wild-cat scheme 
that Is hatched in New York, from 
Wall Street to Madison Square, in- 
augurates its proceedings by send- 
ing circulars into the country, to 
catch the dollars of the farmer. 
The operations of the stock ex- 
change are all based on the condi- 
tion of the country. A short wheat 
crop, a slump in the production of 
grain, or the prospect of one, turns the 
floor of the Exchange into a pande- 
monium. Year by year the eyes of the 
moneyed Interests are turned to the 
earth, figuratively speaking, and the 
keenest minds of the metropolis are 
speculating as to what success the 
farmer is going to huve with his crops. 
The results of that speculation Involve 
millions of dollars. All the country 
knows what happens In New York 
when the cotton crop fairs. The beef 
strike last year caused meat to van- 
ish from a million family dining 
tables in New York city. In summer 
eggs at 3fic a dozen are too expensive 
as an article of diet for more than half 
the city's population.

I ireful counts of tbe number of stalks 
per hill were made last year in more 
tban a thousand different corn fields, 
and it would l>e safe to say that there 
was not to exceed M per cent, of a 
P-rtect Btand on an average, and in 
some cases it tell as low as 40 per cent.

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Make a Germination Test. 

Tbe most common mistaae is to ooe- 
cm. leftist the seed is all rig&t and does 
not need '.testing. In judging COIB at 
most contests, it is invariably t lie 
case that some entries which present 
I good jxterior appearance do not get 
a place among the good scores because 



the really good germ, but it is the 
"not very good" and "not very bad" 
germ that bas been deceiving ns. It is 
a temptation to "put in" an ear that 
pleases us and not dim relit Its weak 
features. This is the ear most danger- 
ous of nil. Tbe germinating box is the 
onlv means of successfully determining 
the weak germ that is liable to rot 
if the sp.ing be cold and backward, 
and if it does grow, the stalk may be 
barren or produce only a "nubbin. " 
The germinating box is a simple affair 
and can be made hv any one In an 
hour's time. Take a shallow box about 
2x:i feet in size, put a few inches of 
moist sand, dirt, bran or sawdust in 
the bottom ; place over this a cloth 
which has been ruled off into squares 
— checker- board fashion— one and one- 
halt idc lies each way, numbered 1, 
3, and so on. Lay out the ears to be 
tested side by side on the floor; remove 
one kernel from near the butt, middle 
and tip of the ear ; turn the ear over 
and remove three kerne ls in like 
manner from the opposite side, making 
six Kernels in all, thus securing a 
sample from the entire ear. Place the 
six kernels at the end of the ear 
trom which they were taken.

No possible loss can com - from it. and 
if will insure you a good stand of 
corn The thing absolutely essential, if 
we are to secure th« best returns tor 
the year of hard work. One day spent 
in March on the seed corn way be 
worth more to us than a month 
hard work in the field lat-r. Without 
good seed our alter labors are of little 
avail.

The planter oan be adjusted to drop 
either grade in uniform manner, if 
eaob grade is kept separate and tbe 
proper planter plate be used for each 
grade, but if these different sized 
kernels be mixed and dropped miscella- 
neously, the number of ■areola' dropped 
will range from one to rive kernels to 
the bill. 



Importance of Work. 

We can not afford to neglect this im- 
portant work. If every farmer in the 
State would test every e«r of his se^d 
corn this winter in the way described 
above the yield would be wonderfully 
increased. No other time will be so 
profitable to the farmer as that spent 
in testing bis seed and in grading it 
so that the planter will drop the proper 
number of kernels per hill. Eveiy one 
of us can do this work. It will cosr us 
nothing but some time, ot which Wf 
have plenty, at the season when the 
work should be done. Let me appeal to

This 
corn was put into ttie crib on October 
!i7tb. 

I would again emphasize the im 
portance of selec ting thirty or tony ot 
the choicest ears, planting them on 
one side of our earliest planted field. 
Out ot this seed patch the seed for 
next year's crop should be select, a not 
later than October 30th, and hung up 
at once where it can dry out thoiough- 
ly before the severe freezes.
